“Through making 
efficiency savings, we 
have managed to freeze 
the tax for a record fifth 
year, whilst investing 
more in the areas most 
important to our 
residents, such as 
cleaning streets more 
regularly; providing more 
activities for young 
people; and expanding 
essential services such as 
homecare to meet rising 
demand.

The Mayor continued: 
“Over the last few years 
we have shown it is 
possible to improve the 
quality of life for local 
people by improving 


services such as recycling, 
parks, libraries and leisure 
centres, without raising 
Council Tax. 

“This financial 
discipline will mean we 
are in a stronger position 
than many other councils 
to deal with the tighter 
times ahead for national 
public spending.” 

The Council will vote 
on the Mayor’s budget 
proposals in March next 
year. The proposed freeze 
affects the Council’s 
portion of the Council 
Tax bill, the remainder of 
which is set by the Mayor 
of London.

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “Residents 
and businesses, supported 
by their local councillors, 
have told us that they 
would like to see Murray 
Grove Post Office 
reopened, and that its 
closure has affected 
the way they go 
about daily tasks 
such as using 
postal services, 
paying rent and 
bills, and 
receiving 
benefits and 
pensions.

NOW more than ever, it is the responsibility of the Council 
to get the best value for money it can from every penny it 
spends. That is why, as I reported in the last edition of 
Hackney Today, over the past five years we have saved 
over £40million to plough back into frontline services 
through running the Council more efficiently - more than 
any other borough in London. 


At a meeting on 26 October, 
the Cabinet agreed to support 
my proposals to freeze our 
share of the Council Tax again; 
making Hackney the only 
council in the country to be 
keeping Council Tax frozen for 
five years running. These are 
difficult economic times for 
people everywhere, and it is right 
that the Council does what it can 
to help Hackney residents 
through the global recession. 


In addition to keeping Council Tax at 2005 levels, my 
budget proposals include extra investment in social care 
for vulnerable adults and young people with learning 
disabilities; money to support the running costs of the new 
and expanded libraries opening in Dalston and Clapton; 
our new youth centres; and funding for the expanded 
recycling service. Of course, the Council will continue to 
maintain its core services, such as cleaning the streets, 
collecting waste, running parks, libraries and leisure 
centres and keeping the borough safe. 


I am making these proposals earlier than in previous years 
as we want to maximise the opportunity to consult with 
residents about the Council’s budget and how Hackney’s 
money is spent.

T HE Council’s 
Median Road 
Resource Centre has 
received three out of 
a possible three stars after 
being inspected in August 
and September by the Care 
Quality Commission 
(CQC). 

The CQC report singles 
out for praise the centre’s 
rehabilitation service, as 


well as physiotherapy and 
use of an on-site gym. Staff 
are noted as treating 
residents with respect. 

Karen Odle, who runs 
physiotherapy classes three 
times a week, was 
delighted. She said “We are 
all very proud of the 
recognition we have 
received. This is the only 
rehab centre in Hackney 
and our beds are generally 
all full. It’s just rewarding to 
be appreciated.” 

During a morning 
exercise class a group of 10 
residents were gently 
encouraged to stretch and 
flex their muscles 
according to their 
levels of fitness and 
ability. Leila 
Myers, 78, spent 
six weeks in 
Homerton 
Hospital following 


a stroke. Along with the 
other residents, she will be 
spending up to six weeks at 
the centre learning how to 
use one of her arms again, 
as well as regaining her 
eyesight fully. “I like to lend 
a hand if I can,” she told us, 
while helping a fellow 
resident to sit down. 

Joseph Mcilroy, 85, who 
left Northern Ireland in the 
1950s, lives in Manor 
House. He said: “They take 
good care of you here and 
the Council has arranged 
some home help for when I 
return home.” 

Pembe Garip is originally 
from Turkey, and while she 
spoke English, an assistant 
at the class was on hand to 
translate if necessary. “I feel 
like a baby again,” she 
smiled, as she lifted up her 
arms over her head during 
one of the routines.

Shop with trusted traders 

A NEW ‘Buy with Confidence’ scheme aims to give trusted 
traders a seal of approval to advise customers that they are 
buying from a reliable firm. 

The Council is encouraging traders to sign up to the 
scheme, which will place a quality mark on the business’s 
website and inform potential customers that they are a 
Hackney approved company. 

The scheme was launched in response to demands from 
consumers for lists of high-quality local traders. In 2008, 
the National Consumer Council - the information and 
advice service for consumers, now called Consumer Direct 
- received an overwhelming 1 ,800 complaints from 
Hackney residents regarding problems with home 
improvements and rogue traders. The second highest rated 
problem was used cars, receiving 45 complaints.

Robbers caught by CCTV 

TWO violent robbers who had been 
separately targeting lone women in the 
borough have been caught, thanks to the 
work of Hackney retailers. 

Paul Hydes, 35, and Selmani Muboyayi, 

29, were caught on CCTV, but the video 
did not get a clear shot of their faces. 

Hackney shopkeepers were asked to 
support the investigation by allowing 
Police to access their private camera 
footage, giving the officers the 
opportunity to identify and catch the 
perpetrators and press charges. 

Hydes and Muboyayi both received 
indeterminate public protection 
sentences last month. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “All those who have been robbed by 
these violent men have shown enormous bravery in 
speaking out. Thanks to them as well as to the work of the 
CCTV and Police teams working together, these criminals 
have been caught and have been given sentences that 
reflect the severity of their crimes.” 



Youth career opportunities

The Haggerston West 
and Kingsland estates were 
formally transferred to 


London and Quadrant 
Housing Trust (L&Q) last 
year from Hackney 
Homes, after a vote from 
tenants and residents in 
2007. L&Q are leading the 
redevelopment of the 
estates, which will take 
place in two phases during 
the next few years.

C OMPETITIVE 
sport has come a 
long way from 
running around in a 
pair of black plimsolls or 
battered Dunlop Green 
Flash trainers.

Focus was also 
placed on the wider 
use of engineering in 
wider society, such 
as in recycling and 
energy usage, and 
organisers hoped to 
encourage ethical 


questions behind 
innovation in sport as 
well as encourage 
interest in engineering

After the 
Games the Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA) will transform 
these parklands, ready for 
handover to the Olympic Park 
Legacy Company. 

In December 2009 the ODA will 
be submitting a planning 
application to ensure the parklands 
□re transformed into a public 
park following the Games. 


The ODA is also consulting on 
plans to improve the walking and 
cycling route between Victoria 
Park and the Olympic Park. 

These developments will help to 
revive the Lower Lea Valley 
and create better connections 
between the communities 
surrounding the Olympic Park.

Aim to 
inspire 



T HE things Eve done 
as a lad out of 
Hackney because of 
my charitable work 
are phenomenal. Eve been 
everywhere and met 
everyone. Eve had dinner at 
Buckingham Palace, at 
Clarence House, and 
Windsor Castle. 

“Eve met prime ministers, 
royalty, the Queen. That’s 
the great thing about this 
country. It doesn’t matter 
where you come from, if 
you succeed or give 
something back, then there 
are no barriers.” 

So explains multi- 
millionaire businessman 
Peter Cruddas as we chat in 
his office, the headquarters 
of CMC Markets near the 
Tower of London. It’s less 
than five miles from where 
he grew up here in 
Hackney, but a world away. 

Now 56, Peter was 
named the richest man in 
the City of London by 
Sunday Times in 2007, with 
an estimated fortune of 
£860million. 

The father-of-four has 
homes in Monaco, Antibes, 
Hertfordshire and 
Piccadilly and travels 
between them in his private 
jet. 

A far cry from where he 
and his twin Stephen and 
elder brother John grew up 
on Bracklyn Court Estate 
before moving to Vince 
Court when the twins were 
six, and where John stayed 
until he left home in his 
early twenties. 


His father, also John, 
worked at Smithfield meat 
market and “drank and 
smoked himself to death”, 
while his mother Lily was 
the “rock” of the family 
who supported the three 
boys. 

He left Shoreditch 
Comprehensive with no 
qualifications, aged 15, and 
went to work in the City as 
a telex operator for Western 
Union. After being made 
redundant, he went on to 
work in the trading rooms 
of banks including the Bank 
of Iran and Marine 
Midland.

He said: “I was just a 
dogsbody on the telex 
machines but I picked up 
trading, worked in banks 
and learned the ropes.” 

In 1989 he set up CMC 
Markets and it was the 
arrival of the internet in the 
early 1990s that really saw 
business explode because it 
offered everyone the ability 
to trade on the world’s 
financial markets through 
his company. 

Now he is in a position 
where his charity, the Peter 
Cruddas Foundation, has 
been able to give away 
£l5million in the past two 
years to 60 organisations 
including The Duke of 
Edinburgh’s Award, The 



Prince’s Trust, Great 
Ormond Street Hospital 
and the Royal Opera 
House. He aims to give 
away £l00million his 
lifetime. 

“Fifteen million in two 
years - we’ve not made a 
bad start,” he quips. 

So, given he hardly needs 
the publicity, why has he 
found time to speak to 
Hackney Today, I ask. 

He explained: “Hackney 
is where I came from. This 
is an hour out of my time - 
but if I can give somebody a 
little bit of hope and 
inspiration it’s a pleasure. 
Someone might be feeling a 
little bit depressed because 


their lives aren’t moving 
forward then they see this 
and think ‘this guy did it, 
he’s from round here, he left 
school at 15, 1 can do it’. 
And if it helps one person 
it’s worth it.” 

He adds: “I was amazed 
when I went to Hackney, 


and it’s become very trendy. 
It’s really changed and 
property prices have shot 
up. But Em pleased to see 
Hackney being regenerated 
and that it’s now a very 
multicultural society. 
Everyone lives side by side 
and it doesn’t matter where 


you come from, what 
religion or race you are - 
it’s just a fantastic borough 
and I enjoy going there.”

Q: I carved a pumpkin with my 
children for Halloween. Can 
this be recycled in my 
blue bin, and if not, 
what should I do 
with it? 

A: All food waste, 
with the exception 
of raw meat and 
bones, can be put 
into your blue bin to 
be recycled. You can 
put the pumpkin, along 
with the scrapings from inside, 
into your blue bin and put this out on your collection day. 
Alternatively if you have a compost bin or wormery you can 
chop up the pumpkin and compost it at home. 

All food waste collected in the borough is taken to a 
composting plant in Edmonton, north London, where it is 
broken down to produce compost. This is brought back to 
the borough and used on parks and green spaces to 
improve the local environment and make Hackney a 
greener place to live.

The Council’s fleet of 
vehicles also has green 
credentials. The number of 
electric vehicles in service, 
has increased, while others 


use sustainably-sourced 
biodiesel. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Cabinet

Services and Sustainability, 
said: “The Council is 
committed to maintaining 
Hackney as the greenest 
borough in London, by 
putting the environment at 
the heart of how we deliver 
services. There's still a good 
way to go, and this is a step 
in the right direction.

NEWS IN BRIEF 



Top-class GCSE results 

SCHOOLS in the 
can take pride in 
achieving some of the 
most improved GCSE 
results nationwide. 

Data from the 
Department of Children, 

Schools and Families 
found Hackney to have 
the highest increase in 
students achieving at 
least five A* to C grades, including English and Maths, in 
the country. As students celebrated their results as 
individuals, the schools saw GCSE results improve 8.8 
percentage points compared to 2008. 

In addition the borough has also improved by 34.5 
percentage points since 1 998, one of the largest jumps 
nationwide and second only to Kensington and Chelsea. 


Passing education back 

SCHOOLS secretary Ed Balls has announced his intention to 
end his department's formal intervention in the running of 
education services in Hackney. 

He said he was pleased with improvements in Hackney's 
schools and would end intervention as soon as he was 
convinced the necessary support to continue the good 
progress was in place. 

Central Government intervened in 2002, when The Learning 
Trust was set up to improve educational standards in the 
borough. The Council signed a 1 0-year contract with the 
Trust, making it responsible for running all schools, 
nurseries and play centres. 

Key improvements include higher GCSE pass rates, and 90 
per cent of the borough's secondary schools graded as 
good or outstanding by schools inspector Ofsted. 


Going strong at 50 

HITTING 50 may mean time to slow down for some; but 
for Cardinal Pole Catholic School it signifies a bumper year 
of celebrations. 

Since its Golden Jubilee festivities began in September, 
the school has had barbecues, a charity walk and a visit to 
the burial ground of the school’s namesake Cardinal 
Reginald Pole (1 500-1 558) at Canterbury Cathedral .

A MAGICAL trail of fairytales and mythology 
is currently on view at the Museum of 
Childhood.

Don’t forget about seasonal flu 


ELDERLY residents and 
those with long-term 
health conditions are 
being urged to get their 
free seasonal flu jab. 

Everyone aged 65 and 
over is routinely offered 
the jab every winter, as 
are younger people with 
conditions such as heart 
disease, diabetes, multiple 
sclerosis and serious 
kidney and liver disease. 

Every year, there are 


approximately 8,000 
seasonal flu-related 
deaths in the winter 
months in England and 
Wales. 

Seasonal flu, also 
known as influenza, is a 
highly infectious s — : 
illness caused by a 
virus. The virus, which is 
different from swine flu 
(H1N1), changes every 
year, as does the vaccine, 
so, it is important that 



those at risk ensure they 
receive the jab to protect 
themselves. 

The seasonal flu 
jab does not protect 
against swine flu. A 
vaccine is due to be 
made available later in 
the winter. 

Residents 
who believe 
they are eligible 
for a seasonal flu jab 
should contact their GP.

Second double ‘excellent’ 

HOMERTON Hospital has 
received a double 
‘excellent’ rating for the 
second year running in its 
annual health check -the 
only acute hospital in 
London to retain this rating. 

The Care Quality 
Commission awarded an 
excellent rating to 
Homerton both for the 
quality of services it 
provides to patients and its record of sound financial 
management. 

The health check examines all NHS services across the 
country and scores them against a number of national 
targets and standards. 

Homerton is one of only a few trusts to receive an 
‘excellent’ rating in both categories - quality of services 
and financial management. The Trust has scored ‘excellent’ 
for use of resources for the past three years. 

Nancy Hallett, the Trust’s Chief Executive, said: “These are 
again terrific results, which reflect an outstanding effort 
from all our staff to improve services for our patients, 
whilst at the same time, working efficiently and effectively 
to build up a sound financial base for the future. 
“Foundation Trust status now allows us the freedom to use 
our resources in a way that ensures a direct benefit to our 
patients. Additionally, we have invested over £1 0 million 
into new facilities for IVF treatment and the mother and 
baby centre, which is soon to open.”

A HACKNEY health centre is celebrating its new Grade II 
listed status with a public tour of the building. 

St Leonard’s Health Centre in Kingsland Road received the 
listing from English Heritage last month. 

The free tour, which starts at 7pm on 23 November, will 
offer visitors the chance to learn about the history and 
architecture of the building. St Leonard’s Hospital grew out 
of the infirmary at the St Leonard Shoreditch Workhouse. 
Over the years much work was done to the building, which 
was even condemned in 1934. 

St Leonard’s Health Centre is now run by the City & Hackney 
Teaching Primary Care Trust.

EMEMBRANCE 
Sunday this year 
falls on 8 
November, with 
Armistice Day following 
on Wednesday 11. 

Ceremonies will take 
place to honour those who 
have lost their lives in the 
service of their country, 
with poppy wreaths laid at 
many of the war 
memorials found across 
the borough. 

Most war memorials 
were erected following the 


First World War of 1914- 
1918, with the names of 
Second World War 
casualties added later. 
However, while the 1920s 
was a significant time for 
the construction of 
memorials by local 
councils, less was done to 
guarantee their good 
condition in the long term. 

The War Memorials 
(Local Authorities’ Powers) 
Act of 1923 permitted 
‘local authorities under 
certain circumstances to 
maintain, repair and 
protect war memorials 
vested in them’ but this 
was not a legal obligation 


to use public money for 
their upkeep. Many 
memorials were placed in 
churches and other places 
of worship. While parish 
councils and the Royal 
British Legion care for 
them today, there is no 
central body or person 
legally responsible for 
their upkeep. 

Hackney has many 
different war memorials 
commemorating both 
civilians and the armed 
forces, some of which are 
found in public places, 
some in more private 
locations. Others no longer 
exist, such as the street 


memorials that sprang up 
in the area during the First 
World War listing names 
and decorated with flowers 
and photographs. 

One of these was created 
in Daubeney Road, 
Clapton, which was 
dedicated in 1917 and gave 
the names of all those from 
the street who were away 
serving in the armed forces 
as well as those who had 
been killed in action. Street 
memorials seem to have 
originated in the area 
through the inspiration of 
the then Rector of South 
Hackney, and were given 
royal approval when 



Queen Mary viewed one 
during her visit to the 
East End in August 
1916. Very little else is 
known about these 
local memorials, so 
if you have any 
information or 
memories of them 
please contact 
Hackney Archives 
and let us know.

Ingredients 

• 50g unsalted butter, plus extra to grease 

• 2 tsp cocoa powder, to dust 
•50g good quality bitter 

chocolate 

(minimum 70 per cent 
cocoa solids), in pieces 
•1 free range egg 

• 1 free range egg yolk 
•60g caster sugar 
•50g plain flour 
•Vanilla ice cream to serve

• Preheat oven to 1 60°C/Gas 2 

• Butter two large ramekins, about 7.5cm in

Andrew Dove, monitoring officer, 
waste strategy 


Andrew Dove, 47, has been 
working with the 
Neighbourhoods and 
Regeneration team in 
Hackney for a year but has 
spent almost two decades 
getting people to think more 
about waste and recycling. 
Before his current role as a 
monitoring officer, he 
worked for Islington Council 
as both an environment and 
a recycling officer. 

Now based in Mare Street, 
he says: “Most of my day is 
spent around the streets of 
Hackney wherever I’m 
needed most.” 


As one of a team of three 
working under a senior 
monitoring officer, his work 
takes him all over the 
borough to keep tabs on the 
state of the local streets. 
“Each of us is assigned a 
ward where we assess 
potential or recurring 
problems. 

“In my work we regularly 
meet face to face with the 
public and it makes me feel 
optimistic that most people 
are very positive about the 
challenges of taking better 
care of our environment.” 


Waste not, want not

T HERE’S literally a 
lot of ground to 
cover when 
working in the 
waste monitoring team. 

The team checks the 
borough’s seven-and-a-half 
square miles in search of 


‘waste anti-social 
behaviour’ to ensure 
Hackney streets are kept 
clean for residents and 
visitors alike. 

Perennial problems 
such as fly-tipping cause 
more than an eyesore, 
they can seriously damage 
the health and safety of an 
environment. In addition, 
these illegal dumping 
grounds may encourage 
other people to place their 
own waste in these ‘pop- 
up rubbish tips’. 

While they’re not 
actually collecting 
rubbish themselves, 
around 70 per cent 
of the monitoring 
team’s working day 
is spent making 
sure such problems 
don’t occur. The 


team also checks recycling 
areas are in a fit and 
undamaged state for 
residents and collectors 
to use. 

If problems do arise, 
information is shared with 
recycling and street 
cleaning officers to deal 
with the issue. This can 
range from cleaning up to, 


in some cases, putting in 
measures to tackle the 
perpetrators.
